“This achievement is a 
landmark in both the club’s 
127-year history and indeed 
the town’s history and due 
credit to everyone who has 
played a part in bringing the 
Saddlers to this high point, 
not least those fans who 
have been loyal supporters 
of the club through thick 
and thin. 

“The whole of the bor¬ 
ough is proud of the club’s 
achievement and will be 
cheering on the Saddlers as 
they prepare for and then 
take part the Wembley cup 
final on March 22. The 
seven-week build up to the 
final will lift the spirits of 
the people of Walsall.”

£13m DEFICIT 
FOR HOSPITAL 


WALSALL Manor Hospital faces a fi¬ 
nancial blackhole of almost £13 mil¬ 
lion this year due to increased costs 
and demand, healthcare bosses say. 

The extra pressure experienced during the 
Christmas and New Year period means the 
health trust is predicting the financial situa¬ 


tion to be worse than L 

Bosses at Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust, which 
manages the hospital, had 
been preparing for a £9 mil¬ 
lion deficit for the end of the 
financial year in March, but 
now this is expected to be at 
around £12.9m. 

The trust was forced to 
declare a major incident at 
the beginning of January. 

Last year the trust made 
a surplus, but it has been 
faced with increased costs 
from rising patient numbers 
over the past 12 months. 

In a report to the trust 
board, chief executive 
Richard Kirby, said: “We 
continue to overspend sig¬ 
nificantly as we seek to 
maintain quality in the face 
of increased demand and 
recover elective and emer¬ 
gency care performance. 

Capacity 

“At the end of December 
we have a deficit of £7.8m. 
The impact of the pressures 
that we have faced over the 
holiday period has increased 
our forecast deficit.” 

Head of finance Ian 
Baines added: “The trust 
has reviewed financial per¬ 
formance and is forecasting 
a potential deficit of £12.9m 
at close of the financial year 
and is reviewing this fore¬ 
cast in conjunction with the 
NHS Trust Development 
Authority.” 

Emergency admissions at 
the hospital have rocketed 
by more than a quarter in

the last two years. It faced 
one of its busiest periods 
ever and was pushed to full 
capacity, with almost 100 
extra patients a week be¬ 
tween the end of December 
and early January. 

The hospital was forced to 
declare a major incident at 
the height of its problems, 
with more bed space created 
and staff drafted in to deal 
with the sudden influx of 
patients. The trust has been 
battling the use of tempo¬ 
rary staff which has added 
to costs. 

The director of nursing 
has drawn up £4m proposals 
which would see more than 
80 nurses and 35 care sup¬ 
port workers recruited. 

Health bosses have agreed 
to the need for more nurses, 
but will take a further look 
at the financial aspect of 
the scheme before pushing 
ahead with the investment. 

The hospital has also 
struggled to hit targets. 

The national target is for 
95 per cent of accident and 
emergency patients to be 
seen within four hours but 
just 67 per cent and 70 per 
cent respectively were seen 
at Walsall Manor for the 
weeks ending January 4 and 
11. However, in the week 
ending January 25, 82 per 
cent of patients were seen 
within the first four hours.

54 lobs to 
be axed as 
service is 
hit by cuts 

RING-AND-RIDE services 
across the West Midlands 
are shedding 54 jobs as 
budget cuts of £700,000 
start to take effect. 

West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport runs the 
Ring-and-Ride service for 
elderly and disabled peo¬ 
ple who cannot use public 
transport. The jobs will go 
at the end of March. 

Union bosses are in dis¬ 
cussions with staff to help 
them try and find new jobs. 
In December it was revealed 
92 driver and scheduler jobs 
were at risk as the company 
tried to cope with a £700,000 
cut in its budget. 

The charity operates 
the Ring-and-Ride service 
across Walsall and other 
areas. 

Around 22,000 people use 
the service, which offers 
door-to-door transport for 
people unable to use buses, 
trams and trains. 

Unite union regional of¬ 
ficer Caren Evans said it 
had been confirmed that 54 
people had been made re¬ 
dundant, with 38 workers 
taking part-time roles or 
transferring to other roles 
within the company. 

She said the union’s 
learning team will begin 
working with affected staff 
next week, providing train¬ 
ing and help with things like 
CVs, interviews, IT skills 
and transferable skills to 
help them find new jobs.

IT was ‘predictable’ that a teenager 
who died after a fire at a care home 
would eventually cause harm to 
herself or others after her behav¬ 
iour was not controlled, a serious 
case review has found. 

A series of 52 recommenda¬ 
tions have been made to a series 
of agencies following a review into 
the death of Kelly Button who was 
under the care of Walsall children’s 


services. The 17-year-old died in a 
fire in the bedroom of Bagley Marsh 
Care Home, near Ellesmore, Shrop¬ 
shire, in December 2012. 

She placed a mattress against 
her door which she locked from 
the inside and then set fire to the 
mattress. An inquest confirmed her 
death was accidental as a result of 
smoke inhalation from the fire.

Board has published the findings 
of a review into the circumstances 
surrounding her death. 

They agreed to undertake a se¬ 
rious case review in April 2014. It 
was said the teenager had complex 
needs as well as challenging, disrup¬ 
tive and risk-taking behaviour.

Children’s Services for nearly two 
years and lived in several children’s

A NURSE from Walsall has been cleared of 
the manslaughter of a 91-year-old widow at a 
care home after a judge dismissed the case. 

Santhosh Rajan, aged 39, was accused of the mis¬ 
handling of grandmother Iris Teale at Aston Court 
Nursing Home in Little Aston ahead of her death. At 
Birmingham Crown Court, Mr Justice William Dyas 


told a jury that there was: 
prosecution’s case. 

He said: “There are some 
cases where I come to the 
conclusion that whatever 
view you take of the facts 
you simply cannot convict 
the defendant, and that is 
the view I have reached. 

“It is a very difficult and 
complex case.” 

Mrs Teale was taken to 
Good Hope Hospital, in 
Sutton Coldfield, after she 
was discovered with a bro¬ 
ken leg. She died two weeks 
later due to various health 
factors including a bleed on 
the brain. 

The prosecution claimed 
the fractured femur, which 
they said contributed to her 
death, was caused by the de¬ 
fendant moving or handling 
her in a negligent manner. 

Mr Rajan, of Bentley 
Lane, Reedswood, had de¬ 
nied any wrong-doing. 

Mr Justice Dyas said: 
“The evidence does not 
begin to demonstrate that 
Mr Rajan was involved. It 
is a mystery and I am afraid 
that mysteries cannot be 
solved unless there is some 
evidence to solve them. 

“The case falls at this 
point in my judgement. 
The evidence is simply not 
there.” 

He directed that the nurse 
should be found not guilty of 
the offence. 

Sue Swan, of law firm 
Slater and Gordon that 
represented the nurse, 
said: “Mr Rajan has always 
been very clear about his 
innocence and would like to 
thank the judge for direct¬ 
ing the jury to return a not 
guilty verdict.

crown prosecutor Grace 
Ononiwu said: “On the ev¬ 
idence available to us prior 
to the trial, the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service was satis¬ 
fied that is was appropriate 
to prosecute Mr Santhosh 
Rajan for the manslaughter 
of Mrs Iris Teale. 

“There was a realistic 
prospect of conviction for 
the offence of manslaughter 
and it was in the public in¬ 
terest to prosecute. 

“Having heard the evi¬ 
dence tested at the trial, the 
court found that there was 
no case to answer and that 
Mr Rajan was not guilty of 
manslaughter. Our deepest 
sympathies are extended to 
the family of Mrs Teale.” 


Chief joy 
over fall 
in jobless 
for young 

A fall in youth unemploy¬ 
ment in the Black Country 
has been welcomed by a re¬ 
generation chief. 

The number of young 
people claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance in Walsall has 
reduced, according to latest 
figures. Statistics released 
last week showed there 
were 4,965 claimants, down 
276 the previous month, a 
53 per cent since a peak in 
February 2013. 

Council bosses have high¬ 
lighted the Walsall Works 
programme, which has 
placed more than 460 young 
people into apprenticeship 
and 396 into pre-appren¬ 
ticeship opportunities with 
local businesses over the 
last three years. 

Regeneration chief, Coun- 
cillorMohammad Nazir said: 
“It is really encouraging to 
see unemployment figures 
in Walsall continue to fall. 

“There is no doubt that 
our Walsall Works scheme 
has played a role in this, 
as well as our employment 
growth team who continue 
to work with our businesses 
to identify work opportuni¬ 
ties for local people. 

“There are some exciting 
developments which will 
create more jobs opportu¬ 
nities in a few months time 
and we’ll be working to en¬ 
sure local people benefit.” 

Raids spark 
daily patrols 

A SPATE of burglaries 
has taken place in Walsall, 
prompting police to step up 
daily patrols. There have 
been at least five properties 
which have been hit and at¬ 
tempts on two more in Pel- 
sall and Shelfield since the 
start of the year. 

Dwellings in Walsall 
Road, Leyland Croft, Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and 
Norton Road, Pelsall, were 
targeted. This is along with 
addresses in New Street, 
Fenbourne Close and Haw¬ 
thorn Road in Shelfield. 

Police teams in the area 
are now urging residents to 
secure properties.

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Fly-tippers 
leave pile 
of rubbish 
at pub site 

FLY-TIPPERS dumped tons 
of rubbish outside a closed 
Willenhall pub after securi¬ 
ty fencing was forced down. 

Piles of the household 
trash was dropped next to 
the former site of the Brown 
Jug public house in Sand- 
beds Road. 

The privately-owned 
building, which has been 
unoccupied for three to four 
years, was subject of a failed 
attempt to turn it into a mi¬ 
ni-supermarket last year. A 
planning application for the 
proposal was turned down. 

The site has since been 
described as a ‘danger haz¬ 
ard’. 

Councillor Ian Shires 
spotted the rubbish and be¬ 
lieves it is not fair on people 
living nearby. He said: “This 
is just one of a series of times 
this has happened, but this 
incident is by far the worst 
and most blatant.” 

Council officers will 
look to get the damage to 
the fence fixed and start a 
search through the rubbish 
to help identify the culprits. 

Meanwhile, councillors 
in Short Heath have de¬ 
manded that the council 
consider investing in both 
the Brown Jug site and the 
site adjacent where a num¬ 
ber of part-built homes have 
remained unfinished for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Mutilation 
issue call 

AN MP has called for tough¬ 
er action on the ‘barbaric 
custom’ of female genital 
mutilation in Britain. 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick said France was 
leading the way in tackling 
the issue. 

He told the House of Com¬ 
mons: “The information 
given to us by a number of 
witnesses was that although 
prosecutions in Britain have 
been very few - there have 
been hardly any, although 
the first are now taking 
place - in France there have 
been 40, and sentences have 
been imposed. Why should 
there be that difference?” 

15 jobs at firm 

AN energy supplier is ex¬ 
panding its service to cover 
Walsall, creating 15 new 
jobs. Utilita Energy, which 
specialises in smart meter 
technology, is to take on 
customers in the town. The 
Hampshire-based company 
says the move will create 15 
sales positions in the area. 


Historic gates restored after vandalism 


HISTORIC park gates dating more 
than 90 years have been restored after 
a spate of vandalism. 

The gates at George Rose Park in 
Darlaston were vandalised in two sep¬ 
arate attacks over the past two years, 
which saw the gates uprooted and left 
trashed on the ground. 

The Friends of Darlaston South Parks 
worked to secure funding for the resto¬ 
ration of the gates which cost £1200. 
With the restored gates, Councillor Paul Bott It took two months to repair the gates 



and they were unveiled in the park on 
Wolverhampton Street on Saturday by 
Councillors Paul Bott and Chris Bott. 

Mr Bott spearheaded the campaign to 
get the gates restored and said: “When 
the gates were vandalised the shapes 
were badly distorted and parts of the 
pillars were broken off.” 

He added: “The gates are a very im¬ 
portant part of the history of Darlaston 
because 2000 people were unemployed 
in Darlaston in 1924. 


“A councillor called George Rose se¬ 
cured funding to change the pit mounds 
and slag heaps and build a park. He was 
creating a better environment for the 
people of Darlaston.” 

The gates, which have also been dec¬ 
orated with a large poppy emblem to 
create a war memorial, were first moved 
after plans were approved in 2011 for 
building work on a new Grace Academy 
school, which swallowed up half of the 
neighbouring park. 


Council funding for pupils' 
travel costs facing the axe 


SCHOOL travel funding for some pupils 
across Walsall will be scrapped under plans 
to save almost £100,000, it has emerged. 

Young people who attend faith schools will not get 
bus passes under the council’s cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures. It is also planned to restrict travel funding 
for families who send a child with special needs to a 
school out of the borough which is not recommended 


by the council. 

Transport for children 
from school to respite pro¬ 
viders could also be removed 
in an overall bid to save 
£95,000 over the next two 
years. There are eight faith 
schools in Walsall. The cuts 
will only affect new pupils. 

The council is having to 
make £29 million worth of 
savings during this financial 
year. Members of the deci¬ 
sion-making cabinet were 
due to approve the school 
travel cuts when they met 
last night, Wednesday. 

The removal of passes will 
not apply to families who 
receive free school meals or 
working tax credit. 

Darrell Harman, head of 
children’s commissioning, 
said: “This report seeks cab¬ 
inet approval to implement 
budget proposals to reduce 
expenditure by removing 
discretionary bus passes for 
pupils who choose to attend 
faith schools, reduce ex¬ 
penditure on children with 
special educational needs 
attending schools outside 
of the borough and remove 
travel assistance between 
school and respite care.

The council will continue to 
meet its statutory require¬ 
ments and obligations.” 

It adds: “Analysis of the 
risk has been undertaken 
and some of the changes will 
be implemented in a phased 
way to support families 
until their children achieve 
statutory school leaving age 
at 16. 

“If these proposals are 
agreed they will deliver 
savings as part of overall 
budget reductions by the 
council.” It comes as over¬ 
all budget proposals are due 
to be agreed at full council 
later this month. Bosses 
have recently revised the 
budget plan, cutting almost 
£1.6m from the £86m ini¬ 
tially needed in savings for 
the next four years. 

Plans to cut funding to 
community associations 
have been axed while moves 
to charge £28 for garden 
waste collections have been 
dropped after 70 per cent 
of people who took part in 
a consultation said they 
would not pay.

I HAVE just encountered my first 1914-2014 commemo¬ 
rative £2 coin with Lord Gray’s epic words inscribed on 
the edge: “The lamps are going out all over Europe.” What 
happens if you put it in an electricity meter? 

MIXED metaphors. Auntie Beeb’s online report on the 
consecration of the first CofE female bishop informed us: 
“While Anglicanism is a broad church, so to speak, they 
need to keep paddling hard to keep all its members on 
board.” Damn right. Once you stop paddling, the grapes 
of wrath come home to roost. 

IT is a terrible tragedy that a Greek air force FI 6 fight¬ 
er jet crashed in Spain, killing 11 people. But it is also a 
reminder that poor, bankrupt Greece, a country at peace 
since 1949, possesses no fewer than 156 FI 6s costing 50 
million dollars each. That’s the way the money goes. 

ANOTHER word bites the dust. According to the head of 
BBC Arabic, Tarik Kafala, the word “terrorist” is too “val¬ 
ue-laden” and “loaded” He suggests reporters should say: 
“Two men killed 12 people” and leave it at that. One man’s 
opinion appears to have become BBC policy which may 
explain why this week’s terror attack by terrorists in Libya 
who inflicted terror on their terrified victims before killing 
them in a particularly terrifying manner, was not - accord¬ 
ing to the BBC - carried out by terrorists at all. They were 
“militants.” The sooner we scrap the TV licence fee, the 
better. 

A READER continues the thread on the grammatical 
difference between “fewer” and “less” and on pedantry 
in general. He writes: “Pedants are like little Hitlers. There 
ought to be fuhrer of them.” 

ED Balls says Labour is not considering a deal with 
the SNP to form a coalition government. Or to be exact, 
what he actually said was: “I 
don’t think anybody is sug¬ 
gesting any suggestion of a 
deal with the SNP at all, we’re 
fighting hard for a majority.” 
Lots of wriggle-room there, 
then. Meanwhile, what is it 
with Ed Balls and his eyes? 
At every hint that the UK 
economy may be in trouble, 
his eyes glitter with pure glee.

IF you’re getting blase 
about Ebola, here’s some¬ 
thing new to worry about.

SO farewell, Lotte Hass, widow of Hans, who has died 
aged 86. Back in the 1950s the Hasses hosted a series 
of underwater films on telly, taking us kids to the depths 
of the Caribbean or wherever. Lotte, a beautiful, svelte, 
blonde former model, would slip into her cozzie, enter the 
limpid water and glide serenely across our nine-inch Pye. 
As a very small and impressionable boy I remember think¬ 
ing if I couldn’t marry Maid Marion, I’d settle for Lotte.

Extra £24111 to fund key schemes 


THE Government has promised the 
Black Country another £24 million 
of growth money to fund key pro¬ 
jects. 

The cashpot comes on top of the 
£138 million Growth Deal for the 
Black Country secured last summer. 

The latest pledge will go towards 
the expansion of Wolverhampton 
City College, new homes in Walsall 
and hi-tech railway centre in Dud¬ 


ley. Previous funding is paying for 
a string of developments including 
a radical revamp for the Civic Halls 
in Wolverhampton and a major ex¬ 
pansion of Junction 10 of the M6 at 
Walsall. 

The Government has moved to 
top-up the funding, clearing the way 
for three more projects. 

The additional schemes include: 

• The creation of a Light Rail 


Innovation Centre in Dudley which 
will specialise in prototype vehicle 
design and construction, as well as 
providing education, and research 
and development facilities to local 
businesses. It will receive £4.5m. 

• The strategic development of 
Wolverhampton City College to sup¬ 
port at least 3,000 learners and 50 
businesses. 

• Around £6m to help to bring 


forward sites for housing and jobs, 
including £2.3m in Sandwell, and 
£400,000 towards the development 
of Walsall Waterfront. 

The Growth Deal in the Black 
Country is being run by the Local 
Enterprise Partnership. 

Black Country LEP chairman 
Stewart Towe said: “The expansion 
of the Black Country Growth Deal is 
welcome news.” 


Pirate scene that cost 
film industry millions 


A GLOBAL search for members of an un¬ 
derground film piracy racket has led to the 
Black Country. 

Named ‘The Scene’, the shadowy online gang has 
cost Hollywood millions of pounds and been respon¬ 
sible for thousands of movies, television shows, mu¬ 
sic, games and ebooks being made available for free 


on the internet. „ 

Now, m a world first, five 
men have pleaded guilty to 
being involved in the crimi¬ 
nal enterprise. 

Following a three-year 
investigation, Sahil Rafiq, 
aged 24, of Warnford Road, 
Merry Hill, Wolverhampton, 
and 33-year-old Ben Cooper, 
of Dilloways Lane, Willen- 
hall, have admitted conspir¬ 
acy to defraud. 

They were joined at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
by Reece Baker, aged 22, 
from Digby House, Colletts 
Grove, Birmingham; Scott 
Hemming, 25, of Perry 
Common Road, Birming¬ 
ham; and Graeme Reid, 40, 
of Kingsclere Walk, Chester¬ 
field, Derbyshire. 

Movies 

Together, they were part 
of a plot believed to have 
resulted in copies of up to 
9,000 films being watched 
by as many as five million 
people in less than four 
years. 

The copyrighted material 
includes blockbuster mov¬ 
ies, high-profile TV series, 
computer games, music, 
online apps, ebooks and por¬ 
nography. 

The defendants were 
involved in the piracy of 
films between March 2010 
and January 2014. And it 
is alleged that groups either 
involving them personally 
or set up by them illegally 
posted between 7,000 and 
9,000 movies online. 

Federation Against Copy¬ 
right Theft said this was the 
first time anywhere in the 
world that members of The 
Scene had been prosecuted 
for core activities.Rafiq,

Cooper, Baker, Hemming 
and Reid each pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to defraud, 
in that they conspired to¬ 
gether, and with others 
unknown, to defraud such 
persons as have an interest 
in films by making, copy¬ 
ing, distributing or making 
available on line infringing 
copies of films. 

No further evidence was 
given but the court heard 
there were 7,000 pages of 
exhibits. 

The film pirates were each 
released on bail and will be 
sentenced later in the year 
when the full depth of the 
case will be outlined. 

Recorder Nicholas Cart¬ 
wright warned them: “The 
fact I am adjourning the 
case and giving you bail 
should not be taken as any 
indication of what the sen¬ 
tence is likely to be.” 

Members of The Scene 
go to great lengths to con¬ 
ceal their true identity and 
use tags or codes to identify 
themselves online to other 
members of the racket. 

They get hold of the ma¬ 
terial through a variety of 
methods. Some use cam¬ 
corders to record films at 
the cinema as soon as they 
have been released, with the 
race being on to be the first 
to provide a free copy online. 

Others make duplicates 
from ‘screeners’, which are 
advance screenings sent to 
critics, film festival judges or 
on panels deciding awards 
such as the Oscars and other 
film industry professionals. 


Lucky escape caught on CCTV 



CCTV footage shows the low loader veering into the emergency refuge area 


THIS is the jaw-dropping moment an RAC 
driver had a ‘miraculous’ escape after a lor¬ 
ry ploughed into him while he fixed a car at 
the side of the M6. 

Mark Wootton was working in an emer¬ 
gency refuge area on April 28 last year when 
the low loader careered into him then drove 
off. The 40-year-old was found ‘screaming 
in agony’ by another driver and was rushed 
to hospital where X-rays revealed he had 
suffered two fractured vertebrae. 

CCTV footage released by West Midlands 
Police shows how lorry driver Terence Pool- 
man, aged 69, lost control and smashed into 
the unsuspecting RAC worker. 

The 24-second video shows the yellow 
low-loader swerving from the inside lane 
to the hard shoulder before crushing Mr 
Wootton against the broken down car. 

Another lorry driver saw Mr Wootton in 
pain at the side of the northbound carriage¬ 
way and dialled 999. 

Motorway CCTV cameras failed to pick 
up the low loader’s number plate but police 
managed to track it down using a catering 
van seen travelling behind. 

The driver had been so shocked he jotted 
down the registration plate and police were 
able to trace it to to a depot in Shifnal. 

Poolman, of Shifnal, was interviewed but 
claimed to have no memory of the collision. 

He pleaded guilty to causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving and was jailed for

eight months and banned from driving for 
two years at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Prosecutor Mark Phillips said Mr Woot¬ 
ton had been called to a breakdown between 
junctions six and seven. He had towed the 
vehicle from the hard shoulder to the refuge 
area and was attaching safety lights when 
he was struck by Poolman. 

The court heard Mr Wootton may not be 
able to return to his job as an emergency 
recovery driver. 

Laura Culley, defending, said it was a 
mystery how the incident occurred. She 
said Poolman had not been speeding or 
tired and had undergone a medical assess¬ 
ment which had not revealed any problem. 


Top firms' 
fortunes 
continue 
to grow 

THE 200 biggest West Mid¬ 
lands companies have con¬ 
tinued their post-recession 
revival, scoring a hat-trick 
of increasing revenues, prof¬ 
its and international sales, 
according to a new report. 

The top 200 companies 
in the West Midlands Re¬ 
port 2015, from accountants 
BDO, saw net profits in¬ 
crease by 52 per cent to £7.6 
billion, compared to £5bn 
the previous year. Group 
revenues grew by 13 per 
cent to £124bn. 

International sales also 
flourished, more than 
doubling from £14.4bn to

A FATHER-of-two who has beaten cancer 
twice teamed up with his young twins to 
launch World Cancer Day. 

Matt Wakefield took the decision to have 
his sperm frozen when he was diagnosed 
with testicular cancer aged 20. 

His fiancee Corinne gave birth to twins 
Samuel and Bethany, now six, in 2008. 

The cinema attendant thought he was in 
the clear until he found a lump in his other 
testicle last summer and was diagnosed for 
a second time. 

He teamed up with his children ahead 
of yesterday’s (Wednesday) World Cancer 


Day, urging people to purchase and wear a 
Cancer Research UK ‘unity band’. 

Matt, who works at the Showcase Cin¬ 
ema in Dudley, said: “I was terrified when 
I was diagnosed with cancer but thanks to 
research and treatment, I’m still here.” 

Matt spotted a small lump on his left tes¬ 
ticle in October 1999 but didn’t worry about 
it. Eight months later, after it had grown 
and started to ache, he went to his GP and 
was referred to hospital straight away. 

Following surgery to remove the testi¬ 
cle Matt was advised to consider sperm 
banking before undergoing radiotherapy 


treatment. Last summer Matt discovered a 
second lump in his other testicle. 

“I found a small lump on the Friday and 
by the following Monday I was at my GP 
surgery getting it checked out,” he said. 

“Luckily I had caught it early. I had sur¬ 
gery to remove the testicle and then one 
cycle of chemotherapy, just as a precaution 
to mop up any stray cancer cells. ” 

Matt added: “I am so grateful for the 
treatment that saved my life. 

“Now I want to do everything I can to 
urge people to fight back against this dev¬ 
astating disease.”

THE I TV series Bring Back 
Borstal finished last week, with 
programme makers declaring it 
an unqualified success. Three 
months after filming ended, not 
one of the 13 miscreants who 
were supposedly subjected to 
the rigours of a 1930s borstal 
regime, have reoffended. And 
many of them ended up landing 
jobs. 

Now look, anything which in¬ 
volves gobby louts being turned 
out of bed at the crack of dawn, 
being made to dress like Just 
William and spending their days 
shovelling manure is fine by me. 
But I do think it is stretching 
things branding it ‘a unique so¬ 
cial experiment’. 

For a start, the bad lads had 
all volunteered to take part in 
the series, some because they 
wanted to turn their lives around, 
others probably because they 
thought it might make minor 
celebrities out of them. If White 
Dee can manage it, why not? 

How many 1930s borstals 
allowed inmates to leave at any 
time if they didn’t feel at home 
? And there probably aren’t that 
many young offenders who, on 
their first day in custody, politely 
concede: ‘I think I just need to 
grow up a bit’. 

Even more ridiculous was the 
way the boys reacted when they 
were thrown out for bad behav¬ 
iour, with one of them bemoan¬ 
ing the loss of ‘a once in a life¬ 
time opportunity’. Opportunity? 
What did he think it was? The 
Apprentice for chavs? 

Watching cocky yobs being 
brought down a peg or two is 
always good television, and I’m 
sure that if prisons were a bit 
less cushy, and focused a little 
more on teaching feckless about 
the real world, then the rewards 
would be great. 

But a ground-breaking social 
experiment? Leave it out. The 
lads had already decided to turn 
their backs on crime, and their 
experience was so cushy that 
most of them were sad to leave. 

This wasn’t a borstal. It was 
just a long school field trip. 
□□□□□ 

HERE is a revolutionary sug¬ 
gestion on how to tackle the 
‘crisis in the NHS’. For all the 
political posturing over the past 
few weeks, the real reason why 
so many people are having to 
wait at A&E is not because the 
system is in need of radical re¬ 
organisation, or even because 
it is short of money. It is simply 
because too many people are 
going there.

Artist brushes up

An artist learned to use his 
other arm after injury and is 
now showing off his work.

WHEN aspiring artist Craig Ev¬ 
ans fell from a ladder and bad¬ 
ly dislocated his right arm, he 
thought he would never draw 
again. 

But his love of painting persuad¬ 
ed him to pick up a brush in his left 
hand - and learn all over again how 
to sketch and add colour to canvas. 

The 48-year-old from Brownhills has 
not looked back since and is about to 
launch his first ever art exhibition, with 
pictures he painted using his left hand 
following the accident. 

He said it was never an option to give 
up on his art after his horror fall. 

“My painting was put on hold after the 
accident but I decided it was not going to 
hold me back,” he said. 

Elevate 

“If I’d have smashed up both my arms 
I probably would have put the brush in 
my mouth and painted like that. 

“It has amazed me what I’ve managed 
to achieve. It shows if your brain is will¬ 
ing and you put your mind to it you can 
do it. 

“It was strange at first drawing with 
my left hand but I’ve learned to adapt. 
I can’t elevate my right arm which is 
something you need to do when draw¬ 
ing.” 

Craig fell from a ladder three years ago 
at his mother’s house as he was painting 
while she was away. 

“I was on the ladder and I slipped 
somehow,” he said. 

“Gravity took me down and I went 
down like a pack of cards. I extended my 
arm out as you do and it smashed on the 
kitchen sink. It came straight out the

socket and was pretty much hanging 
off. 

“I waited three hours for a paramedic 
to come and I was given the full legal 
requirement of morphine but it didn’t 
touch the pain.” 

Craig was taken to Good Hope Hos¬ 
pital in Sutton Coldfield where he was 
treated but shortly afterwards he devel¬ 
oped frozen shoulder, a condition which 
leads to stiffness in the arm. It was then 
that he started drawing and painting 
with his left. 

Craig’s love of art started as a young 


boy. “My father was a decorator and 
used to take me out on jobs with him,” 
he said. 

“I remember he did a sketch once on 
a piece of paper. I felt something inside 
me go ‘wow.’ 

“For the rest of the day I tried to copy 
it. As time went on I would play around 
with paints and oils. I used to do car¬ 
toons as a child.” 

Craig was 14-years-old when he sold 
his first piece of artwork to his friend’s 
mother for £10 and studied art for a 
year at Sutton Coldfield College. 


Painting in his spare time took a back 
seat when he landed a job in the print 
trade, where he worked for 30 years. But 
three years ago he gave up his job and he 
and fiancee Christine, aged 48, became 
full-time foster parents. 

During his spare time looking after 
youngsters Craig re-kindled his love of 
painting. 

The exhibition at Chasewater Inno¬ 
vation Centre, runs from February 23 
until March 20 and will feature around 
30 of Mr Evans’s acrylic paintings priced 
between £50 and £200.

ED Miliband’s question and an¬ 
swer session in Staffordshire 
proved why we need the TV de¬ 
bates. 

The Labour leader drew a 
crowd of around 200 members 
of the public to quiz him on what 
he’d do if he became Prime Min¬ 
ister. 

It was a far cry from the 
25,000 Sir Winston Churchill 
drew to Molineux in 1949 when 
he was leader of the opposition, 
although pretty impressive for 
a Monday lunchtime in January 
in an age when politicians of all 
parties are as popular as hedge¬ 
hogs in a balloon factory. 

But I have to admit, I think I 
was too cynical last week when I 
raised the prospect of the event 
being filled by only Labour sup¬ 
porters. 

There were plenty of sceptics. 
Indeed one of the audience, 
from the Support Stafford Hos¬ 
pital campaign, walked out of 
the Aquarius Ballroom in Hed- 
nesford at the end vowing to 
never vote Labour again. 

Throwing the topics open to 
the floor brought some interest¬ 
ing results, given that Mr Milib¬ 
and and the organisers had no 
prior warning or control over 
them. 

There was not a single ques¬ 
tion on Europe. Not one query 
about immigration. Not a dicky 
bird asked about the deficit. 

Comfortable 

There were, however, ques¬ 
tions about health, the future of 
Stafford Hospital in particular, 
support for children with special 
needs, the minimum wage and 
plenty of things that Mr Miliband 
was generally comfortable an¬ 
swering. 

He was clear that there would 
be no false promises on Stafford 
Hospital. But other than an ‘un¬ 
dertaking’ to review the down¬ 
grade on ‘medical’ grounds rath¬ 
er than ‘penny pinching’, there 
was not enough to prevent the 
aforementioned member of the 
support campaign from vowing 
members would stand in council 
wards in May. 

I wonder what David Cameron 
would say if he faced the same 
questions. The parties are not 
showing their differences on 
the same issues but fighting on 
vastly different issues. 

For UKIP it’s all about immi¬ 
gration and Europe. For the To¬ 
ries it’s all about the economy 
and for Labour it’s a game of 
‘whose recovery is this anyway’ 
and suggesting that those at the 
top are still the ones benefitting 
at the expense of everyone else. 

At Prime Minister’s Questions 
Mr Miliband and Mr Cameron 
will argue but on totally separate 
points. I really hope the TV de¬ 
bates go ahead, particularly the 
head-to-head between the two 
men vying to be Prime Minis¬ 
ter. At least then they’d have to 
take the same questions and be 
judged accordingly. Until then 
we’ll have to cope with each 
party trying to set the agenda 
with their own spin machine.

Job centres should 
have another name 


WE discovered 18 months ago that job centres are only 
there for those who want to claim benefits, not to help 
those who are looking to find work. 

My eldest child left college with an excellent qualification 
and wanted to look for work. After applying in vain for jobs, 
he enquired at the Job Centre Plus to see if there were any 
extra courses he could attend to help him look for work, 
give him some interview and job application skills, or to 
enquire if any other jobs were available. 

He was told that unless he was claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance they couldn’t help and to look online on the 
Government’s Universal Jobs Match website. It was only 
through his own perseverance he managed to obtain work 
experience and now, luckily, a job. 

Another child, with a mild learning disability, is now in 
the same situation. We visited the Job Centre just to ask if 
they could point us in the right direction for some help and 
were ‘strongly advised’ (their words), to claim JSA. 

To my mind, there is something seriously wrong with 
this country that their own Government departments are 
encouraging people to claim benefits in order to get a bit of 
help in getting into work. These places should be renamed 
benefits centres, not job centres.

A NEW £1.95million pub named after one of Bloxwich’s 
most famous residents has opened at a former cinema. 

The Bloxwich Showman, a JD Wetherspoon pub, re¬ 
places the old Electric Palace cinema in High Street. 

The name takes its inspiration from King of Showmen 
Pat Collins, who lived in Bloxwich and helped set up the 
famous fun fair in 1875. 

He set up what became the Showman’s Guild and was its 
longest serving president. 

Mr Collins served as Liberal MP for Walsall in the 1920s 
and was mayor in 1938. He died in 1943. 

To mark the pub’s opening, a Pat Collins truck was 
rolled outside before the ribbon was cut by staff. 

The pub was initially expected to create 45 jobs, but it 
will instead employ 57. 

The building, one of the area’s landmarks, has been 
empty since 2011, when the Electric Palace youth club - 
named after the cinema that stood on the site - moved out. 

Manager Tony Carty said: “We are confident it will be a 
great addition to the Bloxwich community.”

£200k pedestrianised 
area work deadline

A £200,000 project to improve a pedestrian area in Darlas¬ 
ton is expected to be completed by the end of this month. 

Transport chiefs in Walsall began the improvement 
works to King Street in Darlaston Town Centre before 
Christmas. The project to resurface the pedestrian stretch 
includes replacing existing and damaged blocks and slab 
paving with a new tarmac carriageway on the west side of 
King Street and a tarmac footway on the east side. 

Grey drainage channels are being added and the centre 
section between the tarmac areas will be block paved, with 
a final layer of tarmac added by mechanical means to pro¬ 
vide a smooth surface. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, portfolio holder for transport 
said: “The resurfacing works in King Street have been in 
the pipeline for some time now and will really enhance the 
area when the scheme is completed. 

“We appreciate the frustrations of people as work has 
continued and we’d like to thank them for their patience.” 

Stuart Chapman, chair of Darlaston Town Centre part¬ 
nership added: “We’ve waited four years for the scheme to 
get started but when it’s finally finished it will be worth 
the wait. 


Group will 
look at the 
issues faced 
by tenants 


A WORKING group is being set up in Walsall 
to look at the issues affecting disabled ten¬ 
ants who need major adaptations to homes. 

The move follows discussions Councillor Marco 
Longhi, chairman of the health and social care scru¬ 
tiny panel, has been having around current arrange¬ 
ments for disabled facility grants. 


Councillor Longhi has 
been concerned about cases 
where people with disabil¬ 
ities have been assessed as 
needing a major adaptation 
to their home but have been 
told that Walsall Housing 
Group (WHG) could not 
carry out the conversion 
as their property would be 
“under-occupied. ” 

In a meeting with WHG 
corporate director of opera¬ 
tions Rob Gilham, Council¬ 
lor Longhi and Councillor 
Richard Worrall were told 
that WHG struggled to relet 
properties with adaptations 
at a later stage and had to 
rip them out. 

Councillor Longhi said: 
“If we are effectively using 
someone’s disability to put 
them in a house that suits 
the current policy on under 
occupation that is wrong.” 

Mr Gilham added: “We

used to have a situation 
where tenants were on wait¬ 
ing lists for Disabled Facil¬ 
ity Grants for a long time 
and a lot of work has gone 
on to reduce that. 

“We are finding that the 
council has spent a lot of 
money on major adaptations 
for people but when we let a 
house to a family with young 
children they didn’t want a 
wet room they wanted a 
bath. We have some tenants 
who have not been upstairs 
for years and live on the 
ground floor only.” 

The panel agreed that a 
working group should be set 
up to look at a number of al¬ 
ternatives, with input from 
affected tenants, housing 
providers and the council. 






















Discarded cigarette fire 
victim died on birthday

COLOURFUL murals of three of 
Christianity’s prophets have been 
painted on the wall of aWillenhall 
church. They have been created 
by Walsall College student Emily 
Dace, who is doing a fine art foun¬ 
dation course. 

The 18-year-old, from Bentley, 
was helped by two design students 
from St. Thomas More Catholic 
High School - Bridie Green and Ga¬ 
gandeep Bhandal, who produced the 
initial designs. 

The pictures were painted on tim¬ 
ber boards and then fitted into the 
bricked-up openings to the church’s 
old loft to brighten up the space. 

Emily has completed a wide range 
of community art projects including 
murals for the wards at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital and the 
school assembly and dining hall on 
the theme of healthy eating and 


illustration of inspirational say¬ 
ings during her work experience at 
school. She has also worked on dis¬ 
plays at Birmingham Library and 
wants to study portraiture at a top 
art college. 

“I have to thank my design team 
of Bridie and Gagandeep who devel¬ 
oped the initial designs; they were 
perfect to work from. 

“The work has been compared to 
Michelangelo and though he had his 
own designers I wasn’t hanging off 
the ceiling of the Sistine Chapel sus¬ 
pended by ropes and pulleys.” 

Gagandeep, 15, from Willenhall, 
who designed the picture of Elijah, 
said: “I wanted to make my design 
larger than life and to work in har¬ 
mony with Bridie’s. I had to look up 
Elijah on the Internet and see just 
what he was famous for and that’s 
where I got the idea of the horses.” 


A FORMER army sergeant died 
on his birthday three months af¬ 
ter a discarded cigarette sparked 
a fire at his home in the Black 
Country, an inquest heard. 

John Griffiths suffered 27 per cent 
burns in the blaze, which started 
while he was in bed at his flat in Tan¬ 
nery Close, Walsall. 

The 75-year-old, who served with the 
Royal Corps of Signals for 18 years, was 
bed-bound and had managed to contact 
firefighters. A sprinkler system kicked in as 
the mattress caught light but Mr Griffiths, 
who suffered a stroke 10 years previously, 
suffered burns across his body. 

He was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham where he died months 
after his condition deteriorated and he 
contracted broncho-pneumonia. He died in 
hospital on November 2 last year. 

Mr Griffiths served in the military for 
18 years before coming out to run the old 
Fitters Arms pub in Hatherton Street, Wal¬ 
sall, for his family. After that the divorced 
father-of-one worked as a security guard. 

Sprinkler 

The inquest at Smethwick Coroner’s 
Court was told he had called the fire service 
himself, and the mattress was partly alight 
when crews arrived. He said he had fallen 
asleep and had been smoking. 

The cigarette burnt a hole into the air 
flow type mattress which fanned the flames. 
The sprinkler system then came into force. 

Mr Griffiths was a keen sports fan with 
an interest in football and cricket. He was 
bed-bound but carers went in to see him 
four times a day. 

Senior Black Country coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique recorded a verdict of accidental death. 
He said: “The fire started accidentally when 
a discarded cigarette was dropped onto the 
bedding.” 

His sister Adele Rowlands, from Blox- 
wich, aged 67, said: ““He was always my 
big brother who I idolised. He loved his own 
company, he lived on his own. 

“He loved music, he had lots of old re¬ 
cords and books. He was an avid reader, it 
was like a library in his flat. He would go 
through a book a night he was that quick.” 

She added that hospital staff had been 
‘brilliant’ during their care of him.

FOCUS ON ALDRIDGE 


Council chief: We listened 
to public on budget plans 


‘WE’VE listened to what Walsall people have 
had to say and this has helped us make in¬ 
formed decisions.’ These are the words of 
Walsall Council leader Sean Coughlan. 

He spoke after announcing proposed changes to 
the budget. Bosses say the revised budget, which 
cuts almost £1.6 million from the £86m in savings 
the council needs to make over four years, will mean 
fewer job losses. 


Under the amendments 
proposed, plans to cut fund¬ 
ing to community associa¬ 
tions have been axed. While 
plans to charge £28 for gar¬ 
den waste collections have 
been dropped after 70 per 
cent of people who took part 
in the consultation said they 
would not pay. 

The amount of money 
being clawed back from 
grass cutting, parks and 
grounds maintenance in the 
next financial year has been 
reduced from £362,708 to 
£135,383. The council has 
also done a U-turn on plans 
to shut the Sneyd Water 
Activities Centre and the 
Aldridge Airport Outdoor 
Activities Centre. Both will 
remain open. 

At Walsall New Art Gal¬ 
lery, no jobs will be lost, but 
vacant posts will not be filled 
saving the council £5,367. It 
will also not have its open¬ 
ing hours slashed over the 
winter. Fallings Heath Res-

pite Centre, Darlaston, will 
no longer close and proposed 
cuts of £477,732 to the 
street cleaning service will 
now be £226,747. 

The council is still plough¬ 
ing ahead with plans to close 
eight libraries despite thou¬ 
sands of users signing peti¬ 
tions against the move. The 
closure date of five libraries 
- Pheasey, Beechdale, Wal¬ 
sall Wood, Walsall South 
and Streetly - has been 
deferred by three months. 
They will now close on July 
1. Three others, in Rushall, 
New Invention and Blake- 
nall, after that. 

Councillor Coughlan said 
the amendments to the 
budget meant fewer job 
cuts, but he was unable to 
put a figure on the amount. 
Originally the council said 
487 jobs would be lost under 
the proposed budget cuts.

“Over 7,000 responses 
have been received to the 
54 draft policy proposals. 
Added to that, earlier in the 
process we listened to over 
4,600 people in August and 
September to find out what

A ward shows are sycophantic 
and ten a penny. So why-oh- 
why do we find ourselves 
continually drawn to the predictable 
run of well-rehearsed accolades, TV 
clips, a conveyor belt of celebrity 
guests droning and the winner is..."

Everyone at the BBC will be smiling 
on the night too - its film division is 
assured of at least one gong, having 
been given the Outstanding 
Contribution to British Cinema award. 

“I cannot think of a more deserving 
institution for this award than BBC 
Films, unbelievably in its 25th year 
and with more than 250 
predominantly British films in its 
catalogue,” explains Nick Powell, 
chairman of Bafta’s film committee. 

“With a wide range of films from 
populist British box office hits like Billy 
Elliot and Mrs Brown’s Boys D’Movie 
and an enviable collection of ground¬ 
breaking films, I hope that this award 
will be not simply a recognition of 
past and present achievements but 
also an affirmation of why BBC Films 
is so important for the film industry 
both here in the UK and further afield. 
Here’s to the next 25 years.” 

Too right - with a great track record 
to date, we get the feeling this won’t 
be the last award BBC Films wins. In 
fact, expect its staff to get not just a 
pat on the back at this ceremony, but 
at many more similar events for 
decades to come.

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Smart, well 
put together, 
stylish and 
sensible but 
little pricey

The changes might be minuscule, but the S6 
remains an absolute tour de force for those 
who can’t live without a big V8 in their lives. 

Audi has pressed the refresh button on the full A6 
range, so the muscle-bound S6 saloon and Avant es¬ 
tate get the same (tiny) makeover. The grille now has 
twin bars running across it instead of single, thicker 
ones, and the headlights, bumper and air inlets have 
been slightly reshaped. 

Don some X-ray specs and you’ll see adaptive air sus¬ 
pension set to 20mm lower than the standard A6, while the 
brake calipers are now matt black, the rear diffuser has an 
aluminium-look blade and the full-LED headlights are ev- 
er-so-slightly slimmer. 

The wider changes to the base car have made it a bet¬ 
ter-looking platform for the S and, in 2015, the RS develop¬ 
ment teams to deal with. 

Side skirts that jut out more prominently, 19-inch twin- 
spoke alloy wheels and those flashy headlights give it great 
window shopping appeal. 

But the S6’s civility is stuffed deep down inside its bag of 
tricks and there’s no getting rid of it. At first glance this could 
just be an S-line spec A6, and its relative understatement is 
one of the qualities that help it sell so well. 

In finest fast Audi tradition you can choose an estate mod¬ 
el as well as the saloon. The wagon is a bit heavier, not that 
you’ll notice unless you take it on a track day, but it’s prettier 
and as roomy as an empty shed. 

Quality 

The question marks have to come further forward, in the 
passenger zone. With such shapely seats and high-quality 
leathers cocooning you like a Persian prince, the S6 is better 
for luxuriating than it is for folding the seats down and throw¬ 
ing a load of planks into. 

It’s just too well-appointed for that. 

Turbocharging a V8 gets you lots of things; power and 
speed being two. The S6 is as rapid as the people who take 
used plates away at all-you-can-eat buffets, and it doesn’t 
feel particularly like a turbocharged engine. It pulls harder 
and harder with a barrel-chested bellow as the revs rise, a 
lot like the engines of S-car generations past. 

Grip and traction are beyond what you’d ever be able to 
exploit on the road. The way it drags itself so violently but so 
steadily out of tight corners is uncanny. G-force has never 
been so unthreatening. 

Most roads simply aren’t big enough for the S6 to stretch 
its legs, but at normal speeds it’s as stable as Ayers Rock. 
Sure, it’s firm over bumps on its huge (optional) 21-inch 
wheels, but if history has taught us anything it’s that Audi 
buyers don’t tend to mind sacrificing ride quality for aes¬ 
thetics. 

At £56,000, the saloon is not a cheap car. And at that price 
Audi kindly leaves a lot of the technology and luxury that 
you’re likely to want on the options list, so quickly totting up 
beyond £60,000 is a given. 

It’s big, hugely capable and prestigious, but smaller pre¬ 
mium-brand cars that will do the job just as well could offer 
a much better value alternative. 

The S6 is a gentleman’s express; a large, powerful and 
long-legged car with the ability to cross continents at speed 
without breaking a sweat. 

It’s not particularly affordable or cheap to run, but it is 
very lovely. 

If money is no problem and the new looks light your fire 
more than ever, this is a solid choice that won’t leave you 
disappointed. 

This car summed up in a word: Suave. 

If this car were a ...: suit, it would be from Marks & Spen¬ 
cer. It’s smart, well put together and stylish, but eminently 
sensible.

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BMW’s new 
hybrid to be 
bright star 
in 3 Series 
collection

With its pure electric i-cars already un¬ 
leashed, BMW is preparing to enter the plug¬ 
in hybrid market with its 3 Series - but you’ll 
need to be a little patient. 

From the outside, there’s almost nothing to distin¬ 
guish the PIH from any other 3 Series - and that’s ex¬ 
actly the intention. Designed to fit neatly into the rest 
of the range rather than being a standalone model, 
the 3 Series PHEV has all its changes under the skin. 

Under the bonnet, there’s a new generation 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine delivering 180hp while, at the 
rear, there’s a substantial battery pack powering an electric 
motor up front to give a combined total of 245hp, using tech¬ 
nology derived from that used in the i3 and i8 pure electric 
vehicles. 

The aim is to deliver performance in line with the 328i 
model, but with substantially better fuel consumption and 
emissions. 


Overhang 

If you want to know what the 3 Series looks like, then just 
peer out of your window; it’s the archetypal compact sport¬ 
ing saloon with its short front overhang, square-jawed nose 
and generally slightly aggressive demeanour. 

That’s exactly what the thousands of people who buy one 
every year want however, and despite the changes under¬ 
neath, you won’t be able to tell the PHEV version from any 
other - apart from the badges of course. 

Adding a load of bulky technology to an existing car 
comes at the cost of space, but BMW has done a good job 
of minimising the impact. 

The only noticeable change is in the boot, under which 
sits the battery pack and associated components. 

The upshot is the boot floor is raised by 35mm, and while 
that’s obvious reduction, the boot still looks pretty spacious. 

A lot of thought has been put into making the PHEV drive 
as well as a regular 3 Series and be able to suit all kinds 
of driving conditions, so there are a number of modes that 
change the whole operation of the system. 

Start it up and it operates silently, going straight into 
pure EV mode unless the temperature is below 10 degrees 
Celcius. 


Operation 

You can switch between Comfort, Sport and EcoPro 
modes as normal and this will vary the operation of the en¬ 
gine; either being silent unless required, working with the 
electric motor for maximum performance or being used as a 
range extender when required. 

Even better is the Proactive Driving Assistant which scans 
your route if you’ve used the sat nav and s itches the driving 
mode for you for maximum efficiency. 

The upshot is that the 3 Series PHEV drives with the same 
responsiveness and vigour as the standard car; accelera¬ 
tion is pleasingly brisk in pure electric mode and usefully 
rapid when motor and engine combine. 

It remains great fun to drive at pace too, with no apparent 
compromise. 

This is still a prototype of course, so prices and specifi¬ 
cation are some way off. However BMW has said that it will 
be priced close to the equivalent petrol and diesel models, 
which could make it the pick of the range; fuel economy and 
emissions better than the diesel with performance on a par 
with the sporty 328i petrol.
